1. LIBYAN FOREIGN MINISTER ALI ABD AL-SALAM TURAYKI 
ARRIVED IN YEMEN ON JUNE 22 FOR A BREIF ONE-DAY VISIT TO 
YARG. POREIGN MINISTER ABDALLAH AL-ASNAJ TOLD ME ON 
EVENING JUNE 23 THAT VISIT WAS PRIMARILY TO BRING YARG 

UP TO DATE ON YEMEN’S RECENT CALL POR ARAB SUMMIT, WHICH 
LIBYA STRONGLY SUPPORTS. 

2. AL-ASNAJ CONTINUED THAT AS OP NOW ALMOST ALL ARAB 
STATES ARE IN PAVOR OP SUMMIT EXCEPT EGYPT AND IRAQ BUT 
POR DIPPERENT REASONS. AL-ANSAJ SAID THAT EGYPT IS NOT 
KEEN ABOUT THE IDEA BECAUSE OF ITS CONCERN THAT LIBYA 
WILL USE THE SUMMIT AGAINST SADAT, WHILE IRAQ RELIEVES 
MORE PREPARATION IS NEEDED BEPORE SUCH A CONPERENCE CAN 
BE HELD. IN VIEW OP EGYPTIAN AND IRAQI OPPOSITION, 
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AL-ASNAJ DID NOT KNOW IP CONPERENCE WOULD BE HELD IN NEAR 
PUTURE. 
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
